HYDRANGES, Hills of Snow 
(Hydrangea arborescens) 
This is the one with the large 
flat clusters of white blooms in 
June and July. 


HYDRANGEA, Pee Gee, has large cone 
shaped flower heads of white, 
turning pink. Both varieties of 
Hydrangea should be heavily pr- 
uned each winter for best blooms. 
Both tolerate considerable shade, 
but also require a spot where 
moisture is well held. 


SPIREA Anthony Waterer -—- This dwarf 
Spirea is showy for its flat cl- 
usters of bright red flowers in 
early summer, then again in late 
summer. 


SPIREA, Froebel's is very similar 
to Anthony Waterer,tho is hardier 
and has pink blooms and very good 
reddish fall foliage cclor.

ORNAMENTAL SHRUBS—Continued 


SHRUBS 3 to 5 feet 


BURNING BUSH, Winged Bark - Among 
the smaller shrubs this one is 
one of the half-dozen best. The 


corky wings of bark are interest- 
ing and the shrub is slow enough 
growing that it does not grow out 
of place quickly. The foliage 
colors bright red in the fall. 


MOCK ORANGE, Lemoine - This isa 
finely branched, small leaved 
variety, with attractive, fra- 
grant white flowers in June. This 
is another of the half-dozen best 
shrubs of this size. 


NINEBARK, Dwarf, is a fine textured 
shrub, upright or slightly spread- 
ing in habit, making a neat sym- 
metrical appearance. It is really 
a first class shrub in every re- 
spect. 

SPIREA, SNOW GARLAND This is the 
earliest Spirea to bloom,the shrub 
becoming a mass of snowy garlands 
before the leaves’ appear. 

WEIGELIA, Bristol Ruby (Pat. 492) 
This shrub makes a nicely rounded 
specimen. The foliage is dark 
green and quite heavy.The flowers 
are in evidence thru most of the 
summer and are garnet-red.

ARROWWOOD - In our landscape plan- 
ning we use this plant frequently. 
It is entirely hardy, is of up- 
right habit, has attractive ru- 
gose foliage and clusters of pur- 
ple berries. 

COTONEASTER, PEKING, is a trin, 
dressy, glossy leaved shrub, very 
fine for planting where there is 
little shade to bother it. Its 
habit is upright and somewhat ar- 
ching. 

ELDER, Golden - Here is a good spr- 

- eading plant for accent in summer 
‘color. : 

NANKING CHERRY makes a fine orna- 
mefiital shrub, and is at the same 
time valuable for its fruit. The 
flowers are light pink, produced 
in great profusion.It also fruits 
heavily,the cherries being bright 
red or orange-red in color and 
very good for sauce or jelly. 

’ NANNYBERRY (Viburnum ientago) This 
shrub has glossy, leathery leaves 
and is a somewhat loose shrub of 
upright habit. Clusters of white 
flowers appear in June, then pur- 
ple berries the rest of the sum- 
mer. The fall foliage color is 
very attractive and showy. It is 
more suitable for border workthan 
against the house, usually. ~ 

NINEBARK, Common- Along with Arrow- 
wood and Persian Lilac this is one 
of the "work horses" of the infor- 
mal border. For small properties 


where a border of only medium 
size is desirable, 
works in well.

grower,thereby not requiring lots 
of room, and adds a splash of 
color for the border planting. 


SPIREA, Bridal Wreath - The arching 
branches well loaded with clusters 
of white bloom have made this a 
favorite for a long time. 


WAYFARING BUSH (Viburnum lantana) 
The branches and foliage of this 
shrub are rather coarse textured. 
It produces brilliant red berries 
in July and August.

It 
requires four or five dippings 
@ year. Plant 12 inches apart. 


HONEYSUCKLE (Pink tatarian) can be 
used as a clipped hedge, but is 
best used where a screening hedge 
12 to 15 feet high is needed. 


CARAGANA is of particular value in 
poor soil where others will not 
thrive. Clips to 3 to 5 feet.Un- 
trimmed will get about 10 feet. 


AMUR MAPLE (Acer ginnala) 
commended for use as 
clipped hedge in rural areas 
where common Buckthorn is inad- 
visable because of the fact that 
it is alternate host to Oat Rust. 
Clips 4 to 6 feet. Plant 18 to 24 
inches apart for clipping, and 
about 4 feet otherwise.

SIBERIAN Arbor Vitae is a compact, bushy evergreen shrub, growing 4 to 5 
feet tall and about 3S feet wide. It is an excellent landscape 
plant. 

SPREADING JUNIPERS 

ANDORRA is a Juniper trailing close tc the ground. The green color cf sun- 
mer turns a beautiful bronzy-purple during the winter, 

PFITZER has grayish-green follege. It will grow 2 to & feet tall and 
spreads twice as wide, tho it may be kept small by judicious prun- 
ing. It is our most versatile and dependable Juniper of its class. 

SAVIN has a beautiful bright green color end, tcegether with Pfitzer, is 
much used as foundation plariting material. While it will not en- 
dure much shade and still rensin pretty as Pfitzer will, for sunny 
locations it is excellent. 

UPRIGHT JUNIPERS 

DUNDEE is our finest variety of grafted Eastern (native here) Red Cedar. 
The foliege of Dundee keeps thick and luxurient, end it has a fine 
upright habit of growth. 

CANNARTI (Variety of Eastern Red Cedar) This variety is a somewhat loose 
textured plant. The foliege color is a very good rich green the 
whole year around. 

SILVER or WESTERN RED CEDAR These are seed grown so there 1s consider- 
able variation in them, but by personal eelection you can match 
them very well.

VIRGINIANA (Eastern Red Cedar - native tc Minnesota) By reguler attention 
to shearing this green foliaged native juniper can be very satia- 
factory. Its winter foliage color is a bronzy-purple.
